DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicant has amended claim 1-5, 8-15, 18, 20-26 and canceled claims 6-7, 16- 
17 and 19 in the amendment filed 1/3/2007. 

Claims 1-5, 8-15, 18, 20-26 are pending in this Office Action 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-5, 9-15, 18, 20-26 are drawn to partitioning and scheduling 
modification operations, classified in class 707, subclass 2. 

II. Claim 8 is drawn to placing a lock and predefined lock on a view, 
classified in class 707, subclass 8. 

3. Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, partitioning and scheduling 
modification operations in invention I can be used to avoid conflict in modifying 
relations. Placing a lock and predefined lock on a view invention II can be used in 
preventing conflict with another lock placed on a view. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

4. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have
